in the decade has impressed me so much 
as this. Assuming a level of adequate 
financial support, decent equipment, and 
competent faculty, the true excellence of 
a college is almost in direct proportion 
to the sane vigor of the religious spirit 
that pervades the institution. ‘Christian 
education,’ as the term is used currently, 
has justified itself in ways unreckonable. 
It is, I have found, of all institutional 
endowment the richest, 

“Where the lofty spirit of discerning — 
Christian faith prevails in a school, it 
gives a faculty sound judgment, devo- 
tion to truth, and personal interest in 
students who need nothing quite as much 
as they need guidance in the things of 
the spirit. In that [adolescent] period 
of groping toward new understanding of 
the complexities of life, can any mem- 
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ber of our society accomplish more than 
the teacher who, in the spirit of Jesus, 
looks on thé youthful inquirer and loves 
him? . ., I am persuaded that the Chris- 
tian spirit must be put first in our col- 
leges.” 

Colby College, a fine old Baptist insti- 
tution in Maine, is now in presidential 
charge of Dr. Julius Seelye Bixler, until 
recently Bussey Professor of Theology 
and Dean’ of the Unitarian Divinity 
School at Harvard. The president of the 
American Unitarian Association, Dr. 
Frederick May Eliot, tells us that “mod- 
ern Unitarianism is an outspoken cham- 
pion of the proposition that religion 
must transform the theology of the 
‘evangelical’ Christian tradition,” that 
is, whether evangelical Christiqns like 
it or not! 

I have before called attention to Dr. 
Bixler’s book, “Religion for Free Minds,” 
which was given as lectures in the Uni- 
tarian King’s Chapel, Boston, and in 
which he tells us (p. 211) that students 
are rightly suspicfous of the Bible when 
taught as a revelation of God. God is 
tather found “in the rush of new vital- 
ity in the spring, in the ecstatic joy of 
sexual abandon, or the madness of a 
tribal dance.” 

In the Journal of Religion for April, 
1945, Prof. Wilhelm Pauck of the Chicago 
Divinity School describes “the new. lib- 
‘eralism” of which Dr. Bixler is men- 
tioned with two others as a representa- 
tive: 

“It is much more radical than mod- 
ernism and is based on the presupposi- 
tion that many of the historical beliefs 
of Christianity have outlived their use- 
fulness. .. . Some of them look forward 
to the day when one world religion will 
serve and express the religious needs of 
men everywhere. ’ 

“They subject the historical faiths to 
an examination on the basis of norms 
which are derived from the sciences, or 
inspired by scientific philosophy, and 
they hold that only those religious ideas 
deserve to be cultivated which have 
stood the test of that scrutiny. 

“These implications point to the pos- 
sibility of a radical transformation of 
Christianity in the future. For it may 
be that, in times to come, the existing 
church organizations will be dissolved 
from within by the power of interpre- 
tations of the religious life which... 
emanate from teachers of religion who 
address themselves not to Christians ex- 
clusively but to religious individuals 
wherever they may be found.” Their 
interpretation of religion is “determined 
by the desire to give recognition to the 
truth which, they feel, must inhere in 
all high religions.” 





Now the American Baptist Board of 
Education is beating the drum of “A 
New Development Program,” which has 
already brought in $4,500,000, of which 
$1,750,000 has been assigned to Colby 
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College with its free-thinking president. 
The drive is being supported by Mis- 
sions,-whose editor, Mr. Lipphard, al- 
lowed President Bixler to insert in its 
columns the following notice: 


Cotsy’s MISSIONARIES 

During its 125 years of service to 
Christian Education, Colby College has 
made a contribution to missionary en- 
deavor that gives it high rank among 
— institutions. 

with its first aduate, 
George Dana Boardman, no less than 
71 umni have entered missionary 
service. Of late Colby men and women 
have been stationed in the mission 
fields of Burma, China, India, Japan, 
and the Philippines. Several children 
of missionaries are among the under- 
graduates. 

Such facts help explain the stron 
Christian atmosphere which is one\o 
= cherished traditions of Colby Col- 

ge.

On the cover of Missions (Aprij, 1945) 
was a picture of bright young college 
people coming down chapel steps, ap- 
parently of Colby, as an illustration of 
“Christian education” and for incitement 
to its support. In the “New Develop- 
ment Program News” for May 15, 1945, 
one reads:

So is “religious” bait spread about for 
poor, duped Baptists. I wrote to Mr. J. 
L. Kraft, sponsor of this campaign, point- 
ing out the incongruity of financing new 
institutions when old ones like Colby 
were being turned over to Unitarian 
teaching and gave the documentation. 
No answer! 

Free-thinking President Bixler of 
(Baptist) Colby was Commencement 
speaker at (Baptist) Crozer Theologi- 
cal Seminary, of which free-thinking, 
Harvard - Unitarian - Divinity - School - 
trained Professor Enslin is a typical 
representative. At the close “wreaths 
were placed on the graves of the foun- 
ders of the Seminary.” One thinks of 
those founders, Dr. H. G. Weston, Mr. 
Samuel Crozer, and then of its present- 
day leaders garnishing the sepulchers of 


‘ their honest evangelical predecessors. 





Kanzo Uchimura, a well-known Jap- 
anese Christian of the last generation, 
said of American missionaries that “they 
fail to reach the Japanese heart be- 
cause they and their religion, if religion 
it can be called, are too worldly. The 
average Japanese does not care so much 
about the improvement of the ways and 
means of his present life, as for assur- 
ance of a future one.” Then he went on 
to talk of President Julius H. Seelye of 
Amherst College,, for whom President 


‘Julius Seelye Bixler of Colby was ap- 
‘parently named. 


“He was one of the greatest teachers 
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the world has had, an essentially humble 
man, who laid upon the altar of the 
Lord Jesus Christ his wonderful store 
of knowledge and looked to Him, and 
Him alone, for guidance day by day. 
The Lord Jesus Christ shone in his face, 
beat in his heart, and now, thirty-nine 
years after I bade him farewell, I feel 
his presence vividly. If Julius H. Seelye 
were the type of Americans, the whole 
world would come to them for guidance. 
But such as he are no more to be found 
there. America is great in building, in 
money, in enjoying life, but not in re- 
ligion.” Ry 
The substituting of Bixlers for Seelyes 
in American colleges has been a national 
misfortune and a crime against their 
founders. Mr. Kinsolving, rector of 
Grace Church at Amherst, Mass., may 
have had President Seelye of Amherst 
College in mind when he said; 
“Christ-inspired men never created

Oxen or Kine? 


I hope I am not being audacious in 
calling to your attention a small mis- 
take in Dr. Free’s article, “Archaeo- 
logical Light on the Lesson for March 
24.” He says the Philistines sent back 
the ark on a new cart, drawn by two 
oxen. The Bible tells us it was drawn 
by two milch kine which were sepa- 
rated from their calves. To me this 
was quite a miracle. Cows separated 
from their calves usually make a great 
fuss to get back to their offspring, but 
these two cows took a direction quite 
opposite to where they left them. 


This isn’t a great mistake, but. it 
is a mistake nevertheless, and I am 
sure you will be glad to correct. it— 
A Chicago reader. 

Several readers have called attention 
to the slight mistake,—some courte- 
ously, some caustically, and some faceti- 
ously. One letter suggested that the 
Trmes and Dr. Free were attempting 
“to water it down to suit our taste.” 


Dr. Free and the Editors did make a 
mistake. Dr. Free said (p. 216, March 
9, 1946): “In the ensuing battle at Eben- 
ezer, the ark was captured by the Philis- 
tines (1 Sam. 4:11), but it brought such 
bad fortune to them (5:1-3ff.) that they 
put it on a cart drawn by two oxen 
which took it to Beth-shemesh (6:12), 
from where it was taken to Kirjath- 
jearim (7:1), a town a few miles west 
of Jerusalem.” But.kine were used in 
this case. One reader, a well-kncwn 
Bible scholar, gave Dr. Free credit for 
quoting from memory and being misled 
by 2 Samuel 6:3-11, where the ark was 
on a cart drawn by oxen, and where 
Uzzah tried to steady it when they stum- 
bled.

How the missionaries were rescued from 
the Philippines by American submarines 


E HAD been in the forest a year 

W and a half when the news drifted 

through to us that American 
submarines were bringing supplies to 
our Island. We were greatly excited. 
Perhaps an invasion was being planned 
and the long-looked-for American Army 
was coming back. We saw some of the 
supplies and handled ammunition which 
had recently left the States. 

Then one day it was reported that our 
Island had a visitor from the outside 
world, as remote as Mars to us. The 
man came from Australia and planned 
to visit our section of the Island of 
Mindanao. When he came to our house, 
we questioned him on every subject 
we could think of, and reported on our 
progress in our homesteading venture in 
the forest. At that time we were quite 
comfortably settled in our new house. 
Food was plentiful and we had a little 
garden of our own. But our shoes were 
worn out and our clothing was not what 
it had been. Bob’s overalls had been 
trimmed and hemmed until now they 
were knee breeches. I was wearing 
Grace’s dresses, while mine were being 
used for trading purposes. Our visitor 
thought it would be two or three years 
before there was any change in our 
fortunes. Our only hope was that com- 
munication with our families might be 
re-established before that. 


Plans for Departure 


After this visit we settled down to our 
regular routine and the enjoyment of 
the ministry which had been committed 
to us. Our Sunday congregations num- 
bered from forty to sixty people. Two 
classes had been started for children. 
We bought land where we expected to 
erect a church building when that 
should be the desire of the people. 

We had lived for almost two years in 
the forest. The wilderness of the Philip- 
pines had become home. The people of 
the mountains were our people and their 
spiritual welfare was our concern. 

When the offer first came to us to go 
to Australia by submarine, the Kohlers 
and I felt that the exciting prospect of 
submarine travel was not sufficient to 
dislodge us from our mountain home. 
We rejected the first invitation; “but 
through a series of warnings and com- 
mands, we were made to understand 
that it was the Lord Himself: who was 
leading us and who willed that we 
should leave the Philippines to return 
home. 

Mr. Sagaral agreed to take over the 
work of that section, and we left hur-

riedly to start on our long trip to the 
coast. 

Thanksgiving Day found us on the 
trail. Bob and Grace and I were hik- 
ing. Joyce and Lou-Anne rode part of 
the way on a carabao and part of the 
way on a horse. Dinner was omitted 
that day as we tried to reach a village 
before night. Finally, at suppertime, 
we came to the house of one of our 
Christiafi friends, where we dined sump- 
tuously on rice and fried eggs. The eggs, 
strangers to our diet, made the meal 
a real Thanksgiving feast and one we 
shall always remember. 

The next day we journeyed on, -trav- 
eling toward the coast and the Japanese 
lines. Often we were helped along the 
way by loyal Filipinos. Most of them 
were ragged, hungry boys who asked us 
to try to send them help from the States. 
One of them said to me: “When you 
get home and see the President, tell 
him about my men over here. Most 
of them have only one shirt and one 
trouser, and they are often sick from 
exposure.” It was hard for him to un- 
derstand how impossible it was to send 
help from the States just then. 

After many days of traveling along 
roads and trails, through coconut groves, 
and the thick, deep mud of rice paddies, 
we came at last to the coast where we 
had been told we would receive further 
directions. There was confusion and 
misinterpretation, and for days we 
traveled up and down the coast in 
bankas (native outrigger sailboats), 
sleeping ashore wherever we happened 
to be. We waited long hours for favor- 
able winds, and then_started out to sail 
aimlessly again. In three days we were 
back to our starting point, waiting for 
definite instructions. 


There were many times when we de- 


. cided to give up the attempt to leave 
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and to-go back to the mountains where 
we had loved our surroundings and had 
always felt secure. But if the Lord had 
led us by a pillar of fire, we could not 
have been more sure of His guidance 
on our way. 

The enemy was active, but our God 
is all-powerful. “The name of the Lord 
is a strong tower: the righteous runneth 
into it, and is safe” (Prov. 18:10). 

In our distress and uncertainty we 
looked to the Heavenly Father and heard 
Him say, “Be still, and know that 1 am 
God.” 

Just when we were ready to give up, 
an escort was sent to conduct us to the 
place of rendezvous. We started out, 
hiking in the rain that afternoon. There 
was still one animal for the children to 
ride.. We reached a destination in the 
evening and asked if we were to stay 
there for the night. We were assured 
that we could sleep there, so we changed 
to dry clothing and made ourselves com- 
fortable. Just then our guide returned 
to tell us that we were to start out at 
once. 

The rain continued, the night was dark, 
and the way unknown to any of us. 
This time the children had to hike. Mr. 
Kohler carried three-year-old Joyce. 
Lou-Anne stumbled along with the rest 
of us. We wandered through coconut 
groves for a few hours, stumbling and 
sliding in the darkness, until about mid- 
night we came to a house on the beach. 

We were told that we would stay here. 
A Filipino family received us cordially 
and spread a mat on the floor so that 
we could sleep. No bed ever looked 
more inviting, and I was soon asleep. 
A few hours later Mrs. Kohler awakened 
me to announce the good news. The 
submarine was in the harbor, and we 
were to start out in canoes at once. We 
arose hastily and gathered our few pos- 
sessions together. All that could be 
spared was to be left in the Islands for 
the. needy folks there. 


A Welcome Sound in the Night 


We started out in the canoes, heading 
out into the blackness where no lights 
were visible. Only the phosphorescence 
in the water lighted our path. We 
strained our eyes but could see nothing. 
Then we heard a welcome sound, the 
throbbing of motors. It symbolized the 
civilization to which we were going, and 
it thrilled us. 

Finally we were alongside the sub- 
marine. Strong arms reached down and 
pulled us up the side and set us down 
on the deck. I stood there to appreciate 
my position as the others were pulled 
up the side. We drank in the sound of 
the voices of our own countrymen, pure 
music to our ears. But there was no 
time to be lost. We were hurried be-

low. The ship’s crew rapidly dispensed 


with the slow pace of the Philippines 
which had become second nature to us. 
The children screamed in terror at this 
new method of transportation and at 
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the sight of the unfamiliar, bearded 
Americans. Regardless of their protests, 
they were carried below. 

Once below, we celebrated Thanks- 
giving Day again, this time with ham 
sandwiches and coffee. It was the first 
bread and butter we had seen in two 
years, and there was cream and sugar 
for the coffee. 

Again we looked to our Father with 
hearts bursting with praise as we 
learned of His miracle in bringing us 
aboard the ship. 

We listened while the ship’s officer 
told us how, by radar, they had watched 
the progress of our little canoe as we 
pushed off from the shore. But an- 
other vessel had appeared! A Japanese 
launch was making its way along the 
coast and was bearing down on the 
canoe. These were the motors that had 
thrilled us! 

The captain gave an order: “Train 
guns on the launch!” And then he saw 
that the canoe lay in range of those 
guns. They dared not fire. It was a 
tense moment. The captain stood help- 
less: “Wait! See whether they can 
make it before they are cut off!” 

Slowly, silently, the canoe had glided 
up to that still, long shadow, and we 
were taken aboard the submarine. 

Our God had broughtrus through ! 

*I am the Lord thy God which ... 
leadeth thee by the. way that thou 
shouldest go” (Isa. 48:17). 

We were told that the ship would Sub- 
merge immediately, so we settled on our 
cots in the torpedo room and steeled 
ourselves for a new, strange sensation. 

Joyce and Lou-Anne were apprehen-

sive, so we talked quietly to them about 
our God who always protected us. And 
as in every other case, God supplied the 
faith before the ordeal came. 

The orders were changed. A Japanese 
ship had been sighted. We would not 
submerge, but would shoot it out on the 
surface. We heard orders shouted and 
our guns boomed out. We waited tensely 
for answering guns that were strangely 
silent. Our guns continued to fire. “ The 
shouts that we heard indicated that 
someone was not getting ammunition 
in fast enough, but the guns never 
ceased. It was all over quickly. 

We had not seen anything but-~the 
terror in the eyes of the two frightened 
children who clung to us. But the crew 
described it so graphically that there is 
forever etched on our minds the picture 
of an enemy vessel that caught fire with 
the first of our shells and sank without 
returning fire. 

We submerged then to make our way 
through dangerous waters south to Aus- 
tralia. 

Our life aboard the submarine began. 
Day and night were much the same, with 


- lights burning continually. No port- 


holes relieved the solidity of those “gad- 
get-lined” walls. At first the intense 
heat and stale air were very oppressive, 
but we soon became accustomed to it 
and were comfortable in our cramped 
quarters. Our cots in the forward tor- 
pedo room were our homes. We left 
them only to eat our “chow” with the 
crew. Meals were a hasty procedure, 
but we managed to consume vast quan- 
tities of delicious food. All the things 
that we had longed for appeared in our

“mess”: bread, macaroni, eggs, frank- 
furters, pie, cheese, and other good 
things. 

Our time was spent reading or sleep- 
ing on our cots, as we made the quick 
trip to Australia. The ship’s library 
boasted most of the war books, and we 
learned what had really happened dur- 
ing our stay in the forest. When we hit 
rough water, we shuttled up and down 
in our cots, and some of the party found 
that underwater travel was no safeguard 
against seasickness. The children fur- 
nished no problem, although there was 
no place for them to play. They were 
willing to lie on their cots most of the 
time and tq concentrate on retaining 
their meals. 

The Lord was leading us and, trusting 
in Him, we looked forward anxiously to 
the time when our friends and loved 
ones could know that we were safe and 
well. 

In due time we reached Australia. We 
were prepared to go ashore in the early 
evening, but we waited until dawn be- 
fore the order to disembark came to us. 

Eagerly we retraced our steps up the 
steep, narrow ladders, and at last we 
were out on deck. We drank deeply of 
the fresh air and strained our eyes to see 
everything on the horizon. We were 
taken aboard a motor launch, and then 
transferred to a smaller boat as we made 
our way through the harbor. Our little 
boat pulled in to within a few yards of 
the shore and grounded’ Grace and I 
were wearing hemp sandals, so we step- 
ped out and waded ashore. We smiled 
as we turned to see the rest of our party 
being carried from the boats by our 
Australian paddlers, but they were 
equally amused by our independence. 
We had lived in the forest too long. 

We were again on land, land that was 
free. It was no longer necessary to 
watch for enemy planes. It seemed 
strange to be so far removed from the 
war zone. 

The Army doctor and nurse who met 
us distributed Red Cross supplies for 
everyone’s needs and conducted ‘us to a 
rest house/ There we stood in line to 
brush our teeth with the new brushes 
and tooth paste which had just Been 
given us. It tasted so good! The men 
shaved with new razor blades, and we 
all carried our little Red Cross kits 
proudly, delighting in our new posses- 
sions; combs with all the teeth in them, 
wash cloths, and soap with a delicious 
smell. 

We breakfasted on fried meat and 
green peas (we had evidently been ex- 
pected the night before), and then were 
rushed off in Army trucks to an airfield, 
where we had to board a plane for the 
completion of our journey. Joyce clung 
to ,her mother and her hair almost stood 
on end as we sped along the roads to 
the airport. Even the little wallabies 
that scurried away from the road failed 
to keep her mind off the frightening 
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speed. Civilization was hard on our lit- 
tle “babes from the woods.” 


The trip by air was a new thrill for 
us. Some of our party were ill and lay 
on mattresses on the floor of the plane, 
but we pressed our noses against the 
windows and tried to see all of the un- 
familiar territory at once. 


We stopped on the desert at noon. As 
we landed and the plane door was 
opened, a blast of hot air made us gasp 
for breath. We ate our lunch in that 
stifling hot place and were glad to board 

» our plane once more and to wrap our- 
selves in the blankets that were neces- 
sary as we soared high above the desert. 
We had hoped to reach our destination 
that evening, but bad weather ahead 
made it necessary to stop overnight on 
the way. 


We visited our first Australian town 
and stayed all night in its hotel. The 
manager looked us over and asked 
whether we were “refugees.” We had 
been cautioned not to talk, but nothing 
would have induced us to explain our 
appearance after that blunt question and 
appraising stare. We were suddenly 
conscious of our worn-out clothing and 
our group clung together, avoiding all 
strangers. In the evening we almost 
rushed to a soda fountain for our first 
taste of ice cream. It justified all our 
expectations, but the children tasted it 
and turned away. It was too cold! 


The people in the mountains had 
turned away from their first taste. of 
the Gospel, for it was strange and un- 
familiar; but as they had continued to 
taste they had found it good. 


“O taste and see that the Lord is good: 
blessed is the man that trusteth in him” 
(Psa. 34:8). 


At last we reached our destination. A 
house on the ‘seashore had been rented 
by the Red Cross for our accommoda- 
tion. Penniless, homeless, shoeless, rag- 
ged refugees, we found all that. we 
needed graciously supplied through the 
channels of the Red Cross organization. 
How glad we were for those human 
agencies! But it all had a deeper mean- 
} ing for us. We compared our wel- 
| come that day with another we had 
known. That time we had come from 
the dreary wilderness of sin, “poor, 
wretched, blind, and naked,” and we 
had found welcome at the cross of Christ. 
Our sins were forgiven, we were dressed 
in the righteousness which He supplied, 
made to sit in heavenly places, and made 
joint heirs with Christ. 

Two months were spent basking in 
the sun, surf-bathing, and being built 
up generally. Then the best news of all 
came to us. We were going home! 
Plans were completed. General Mac- 
Arthur had arranged for our transporta- 
tion, and we were off for the States. 
Mrs. MacArthur and the American offi- 
cers who had handled our affairs came 
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to see us off. We were sorry to leave 
these friends who had shown us so much 
kindness. 

Sixteen days on a fast transport 
brought us into San Francisco harbor, 
where again we were met by the Red 
Cross workers who made hotel reserva- 
tions for us. They sent the wires that 
brought joy to those who had been praying 
for our safety. They arranged the travel 
schedules and reservations that brought 
our ten-thousand-mile journey to an end.

Evolution and the Bible Contrasted 


The true evolutionist’s attitude toward some of 
the great doctrines stressed in the Scriptures

HE attitude of evolutionists toward 

the Bible is one of supercilious con- 
tempt for its scientific utterances and 
neglect of its spiritual teachings. There 
may be a sort of general agreement with 
its moral and spiritual ideas where these 
do not clash with the distinctive claims 
of evolution. Thus, it will be conceded 
that sin is wrong and must, under cer- 
tain circumstances, be punished. But, 
when God is mentioned as our author- 
ity for the view, we are told that the 
anthropomorphic God of the Bible is a 
figment of man’s imagination and must 
be rejected as childish and unnecessary. 
This is not to say that all evolutionists 
are atheists, Such is not the case. But 
the god they accept is the god of nature 
—a hazy semipantheistic abstraction to 
whom or to which certain semimirac- 
ulous powers are attributed. 

When Genesis 1:1 is quoted, “In the 
beginning God created the heaven and 
the earth,” there is immediate resent- 
ment, and this entire statement, which, 
to the Christian, is sublime and infal- 
lible, is ruled out as nothing more than 
a crude concept of people in a state of 
immaturity, groping mentally for some 
one whom they might worship in the 
crises of life and death. 

The Bible is built around the basic 
fact of a personal God who is repre- 
sented as an omnipotent, omniscient, and 
eternal Creator. The statement is either 
true or false. If it be false the entire 
fabric ‘of Scripture is open to the gravest 
suspicion. It becomes nothing more than 
the uncertain history of events recorded 


by human and fallible writers, handicap- 
ped by the ignorance of the age in which 
they lived. 

A number of doctrines are repeatedly 
stressed in the Bible as important and 
essential. They include the fact of a 
personal God and the creation by Him 
of all things in the universe, including 
man. We are told that, in the beginning, 
man was created sinless, but fell into 
sin. Because of this, the judgment, of 
death was pronounced on him, the en- 
tire race sharing in this sin and judg- 
ment. Then, the climax of God’s re- 
demptive plan is revealed. It is nothing 
less than that God in the person of His 
Son, Jesus Christ, should become in- 
carnate, and be born of a virgin, living 
on earth for more than thirty years, at 
last dying on the cross as the Divine 
Substitute for mankind. 

According to the Divine Record, this 
supreme sacrifice makes it possible for 
men and women to come back to God, 
and receive eternal life, simply by a 
personal acceptance of the Saviour, Jesus 
Christ. To the individual who makes 
this surrender, there is an immediate 
new birth, a translation from death into 
life, as the individual becomes a real 
child of God. He is now on the same 
plane, legally, as the Son of God Him- 
self. 

Evolution denies every feature in this 
tremendous declaration of God. Many 
of its exponents deny that there is any 
future existence, but, if there is, hold 
that everyone will reach a state of bless- 
edness, with special rewards for those 
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who may have earned them by perform- 
ing good deeds on earth. This philos- 
ophy denies any fall of man, and 
refutes the idea of original sin and judg- 
ment. The entire scheme of redemption 
is repudiated. 

Thus, the Bible is invalidated and its 
basic pronouncements are ridiculed as 
a potpourri of dream and fairy tale. The 
story of man’s creation by God is scorn- 
fully denounced as unworthy of belief 
by modern minds. The Genesis account 
is said to be mythical and contradictory, 
without historic or scientific value. 

As evolution rejects the idea of God, 
it is natural that it should go farther 
and condemn the doctrines of the Chris- 
tian church, charging that they are 
based on superstition and idolatry, and 
without any authority. Strangely enough 
the evolutionist may speak reverently 
about an “unknown absolute,” and may 
even refer to religion somewhat favor- 
ably. But the only religion that appeals 
to him is that which submits to natural 
law. All others, in his opinion, are de- 
graded by gross errors. 

However, he is apt to become quite 
indignant if the mistakes and absurdities 
of science through the ages are men- 
tioned. He informs us eagerly and in- 
sistently that science seeks nothing but 
truth, while religion cultivates and is 
fooled by deception. Men of science, 
so he says, are critical, while men of 
religion are gullible. The one is judged 
under its best aspects and the éther 
by its worst. Science, it is claimed, 
moves steadily forward after each step 
has been subjected to rigorous scrutiny, 
and’men of science are inspired only 
by a pure love of truth to such an ex- 
tent that they welcome the overthrow 
of a long-held theory proved to be 
erroneous, even though their whole rep- 
utation depends upon it. 

The path of religion, on the other 
hand, they view as keing marked by 
gullibility, deceit, and a childish credul- 
ity toward the supernatural, which is 
ruled out of scientific reckoning. Phi- 
losophy and religion are scoffed at, and 
the scores of differing and jarring sects 
are offered as the proof of their views. 
Very conveniently they seem to forget 
that the path of science is strewn with 
the wrecks of cherished theories which 
time has shown to be absurd and un- 
tenable. 

As a matter of fact and observation, 
science is constantly changing its views, 
and relegating to the’limbo of myth and 
superstition many of its long and dog- 
matically held concepts. If we must 
agree to the science of today, we must 
remember that tomorrow it will be in 
the discard, in all probability. Why 
should we be compelled to bow in abject 
surrender to the pontifical utterances of 
an ever-changing scientific tribunal 
when we have one great and command- 
ing~ authority that has never had to 
change anything? From age to age, from 
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the most ancient times to our modern_ 
day, the Bible, the infallible Word of 
God, goes calmly on its way, thundering 
against sin, and offéring an explanation 
for the universe and the all-embracing 
sin that is sending it over the precipice 
and into the abyss. At the same time 
the Bible proclaims that God lives, and, 
more than that, that He died and rose 
again from the dead in order to bear the 
sin of the whole world, thus bringing 
redemption to fallen humanity. 


The Bible does not change because it 
is truth. It is true as to history and as 
to science. How explain its remarkable 
freedom from scientific error unless it 
has a divine and omniscient Author? On 
this authorship we take our stand, af- 
firming our unshakeable belief in the 
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authenticity and accuracy of Genesis. 
Where shall we find another such book 
as this? Or where shall we find another 
such as He who is its center and cir- 
cumference, its warp and its woof—the 
Lord Jesus Christ? When evolution can 
produce another book like this or an- 
other saviour like the Man of Galilee, 
then I shall be willing to give it some 
place in my thinking, but not until then! 

It is certainly true that “God hath 
spoken,” and in the next installment I 
shall deal with the first chapter of Gen- 
esis, hoping to show that its account of 
the origin of everything is the only 
satisfying and scientific record that has 
ever been written, and that it was writ- 
ten by God Himself.

Holding Attention by Christian Discipline 
How a teacher of boys deals with mischief-makers 


AM quite old enough to be a grand- 

father, and have taught most of the 
time since I was twenty-one years of 
age, and I have found that all Sunday 
school classes are not alike. If you are 
not able to control and interest the class 
you now have, it is possible that you 
may do so with the next class given you. 

For the past three years I have taught 
in a graded school, so three different 
classes have come and gone. The first 
of the three gave me quite a little 
trouble. I had to send one boy out of 
the class several times; in fact, there 
were two boys who made trouble. In 
the other two classes no one has ever 
been sent out. 

In teaching, I often have to stop and 
say, “Well, boys, I’ve been teaching a 
long while now, and I never try to 
talk when a boy in the class is talking.” 
Then it is sometimes necessary to add, 
“All right, fellows, if you can’t keep 
quiet, out you go.” 

I sincerely admire the parent who 
claims that he speaks only once to his 
child (though I have never seen him in 
action). I find that I often have to speak 
twice or three times, but usually it ends 
there and obedience follows. When I 
see a teacher trying to teach a class of 
any age while some pupils are talking, 
I can’t help but feel that he has failed 
as a teacher. In the first place it is the 
teacher’s responsibility to see to it that 
he has plenty to say that is of interest. 
Then the pupils must be made to under- 
stand that they must keep quiet or leave 
the class. I wouldn’t take a class with- 
out an understanding with the superin- 
tendent that I have authority to send 
out a boy who will not keep quiet, and 
who persists in preventing others from 
listening. To those who object to sending 
out pupils who will not keep quiet, I can 
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point to an enthusiastic, successful min- 
ister on Long Island, whom I sent home 
from Sunday school as mad as the pro- 
verbial wet hen, some six times. 

In late years, I have found that a sense 
of humor is about the best asset a teacher 
can have in holding the attention of 
his class. You can laugh off many 
things. If the disciplinary air gets so 
tense that one bold one suggests to the 
rest, “Let’s walk out on him,” and you 
can laugh and say, “Don’t let me stop 
you,” it will help, I know. No matter 
what comes up, I have a laugh ready, 
or at. least a big smile. A big smile and 
“George, what ails you this morning; 
you know I can’t talk with you talk- 
ing” generally wins. 

In order to be master of the situction 
all the time the teacher must keep all 
the class thinking with him during the 
entire lesson period; a quarter of a min- 
ute letup, and attention is lost.: An oc- 
casional question directed particularly 
to the two or three who happen to be 
of a talkative turn that particular day 
is often effective. 

If I read the Bible aright, one difficulty 
with Eli was that he should have said, 
“Son; behave yourself or out you go.” 
What did he say? “Son, won’t you 
please behave yourself?” And as a re- 
sult “out” went both father and sons. 

If you will question boys, as I have, 
as to why they left Sunday school, I 
think you will get this answer: “I wasn’t 
getting anything. There was no order 
in the class, so I thought I might as 
well stay at home.” Yes, I know that, 
in a few instances, you may find a boy 
who claims that he was driven away by 
discipline. But, if I have loved a boy, 
prayed for him, laughed with him, and 
still he claims to have been driven away,

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 
N SOME respects, Christianity, as 
presented in the Holy Scriptures, is 
the most intolerant system conceiv- 
able. It boldly affirms that there is none 
other name given whereby men may be 
saved but that of Jesus Christ (Acts 
4:12). He Himself declared that there 
is no other way to the Father but by 
Him (John 14:6). His one sacrifice 
alone avails to put away sin and to give 
a purged conscience (Heb. 9:14). The 
Church which He builds is the only 
true Church, outside of which there is 
no salvation. The believer is responsi- 
ble ever te contend for the faith once 
delivered to the saints (Jude 3). If 
any man preach any other gospel he 
is anathema, accursed of God (Gal. 1:8). 
If any love not the Lord Jesus he is 
also under the same terrible curse (1 
Cor. 16:22). Into Heaven itself only 
those shall enter who have washed their 
robes (Rev. 22:14, R.V.). It is forbid- 
den to teach any other doctrine (1 Tim. 
1:3), and if any persist in such a course 
they are not to be received into a Chris- 
tian home or even given an ordinary 
greeting (2 John 10). All of this is, in 
the eyes of men who know not the 
Gospel, intolerance in the highest degree. 
On the other hand, the servants of 
Christ are warned against contentious- 
ness (2 Tim. 2:24). They are never to 
assume the role of judges of men’s inner 
motives (Matt. 7:1, 2). They are for- 
bidden to pass judgment upon the work 
of their fellow servants (Rom. 14:13; 1 
Cor. 4:5). They are not to attempt to 
root up the tares, who are the children 
of the evil one (Matt. 13:29, 30) lest 
they root up the wheat also, as Rome 
did so often when she sought to destroy 
what she called heretics by burning or 


otherwise punishing those who disagreed

with: her dogmas. While not yielding 
one iota of truth in order to please un- 
spiritual men, the Christian is to suffer 
patiently rather than to inflict suffering 
upon others. He is to bless, and curse 
not, to pray for the enemies of the truth 
while refusing fellowship with their per- 
nicious ways (Eph. 5:11; Matt. 5:44). 


The Historical Setting 


James’ and John were two of the 
earliest disciples of Jesus and were called 
from the fishing business to full-time 
service. (Matt. 4:21, 22). They were 
chosen as apostles and numbered with 
the twelve. James was martyred under 
Herod very shortly after Pentecost (Acts 
12:1, 2). John lived until the last 
decade of the first century of the Chris- 
tian Era. He is the author of the Gospel 
of John, three Epistles and the Revela- 
tion. 


Verse by Verse 


Mark 3:14.—‘He ordained twelve, that 
he might send them forth to preach.” 
It is not men who choose or appoint 
themselves to be servants of Christ. He 
chooses and ordains His own (John 15: 
16). Every one of the twelve apostles 
were what we might call “hand-picked 
men” (even Judas), being the special 
objects of divine interest. 


Verse 15—“Power to heal... and 
to cast out devils [demons].” Helpless 
in themselves, the Twelve were empow- 
ered by the Lord to do mighty works 
in order to accredit the message they 
were to carry to Israel. 


Verses 16, 17.—‘James the son of 
Zebedee, and John the brother of James; 
and he surnamed them Boanerges.” 
When Jesus gave a new name to anyone, 
it indicated some characteristic He saw 
in him or which He was to produce in 
him in days to come. “Boanerges” is 
interpreted for us as “sons of thunder.” 
These young men were evidently of an 
electric disposition, easily stirred to 


and used by permission. 


quick judgments, and likely to be com- 
mitted readily to decisive action. 


Luke 9:49.—“‘He followeth not with 
us.” This is ever the cry of the sectarian. 
John little realized how he was dis- 
honoring his Master by using such lan- 
guage. To cast out demons in the name 
of Jesus Christ was in itself a proof that 
God was working through. this man. 


Verse 50.—‘He that is not against us 
is for us.” This is all-important and 
often forgottén. The other side of the 
truth is given in Matthew 12:30. Both 
need to be kept in mind. 


Verse 51.—“‘He stedfastly set his face 
to go to Jerusalem.” Thus He fulfilled 
what was written of Him in Isaiah 50:7. 
With face set as.a flint, He went on to 
die, because it was for this He came into 
the world. 


Verse 52.—“Entered into a village of 
the Samaritans.” It was grace that led 
Him to give to these people of a mon- 
grel religion, despised by the Jews, the 
opportunity of hearing His Word and 
giving Him entertainment on His jour- 
ney. 


Verse 53.—“They did not receive him.” 
In their way they were as proud as the 
Jews, and when they realized His in- 
tended destination was Jerusalem, they 
refused to give Him lodging or show 
Him even common courtesy. 


Verse 54—“Wilt thou that we com-' 
mand fire to come down from heaven, 
and consume them?” Angered by the 
attitude of these Samaritans, the two 
“sons of thunder” (Mark 3:17) would 
have sought to emulate Elijah and con- 
sume these false religionists with judg- 
ment fires, so little did they yet under- 
stand the mission of grace upon which 
the Lord Jesus came. 


Verse 55.—“Ye know not what manner 
of spirit ye are of.” So easy is it for 
good men to be deceived by the arch- 
enemy and to attempt to defend the 
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truth by carnal means, or to propagate 
the Gospel by worldly methods! 


Verse 56.—“Not come to destroy men’s 
lives, but to save them.” The Lord 
Jesus came, not to visit judgment upon 
the world (John 3:17), but to point the 
way to life, and that in its fullness (John 
10:10), that men might know His sav- 
ing power in their very lives, changed 
and beautified by divine grace. 


1 John 4:7.—“Every one that loveth 
is born of God.” There are two Greek 
words translated “love” in the New Tes- 
tament. One is really “kindly affection.” 
The other is a love that is all-controlling 
and fervent. It is the latter word that 
is used here. 


Verse 8.—“God is love.” This is His 
very nature. Love is not merely an 
attribute of God. It is what He is, and 
means far more than if it said, “God 
is loving.” We say, “God is gracious 
and merciful,” but we could not say, 
“God is grace,” or “God is mercy.” But 
He is “love.” 


The Heart of the Lesson 

We are responsible to stand unflinch- 
ingly for the faith that God has revealed 
in His Word for our blessing, but in 
doing this we must not become conten- 
tious or discourteous. While intolerant 
of everything that is unholy and that dis- 
honors Christ, we are to cultivatg.a 
spirit of grace toward those who have 
been led into error and who need help 
rather than condemnation. It is not for 
us to condemn our brethren because 
they do not follow with us. Each one 
is individually responsible to the Lord, 
and we can safely leave it with Him to 
deal with them in due time if they prove 
to be enemies of the truth. We need to 
remember that “the wrath of man work- 
eth not the righteousness of God” (Jas. 
1:20). :

The Busy Men’s Corner

“And he ordained twelve, that they 
should be with him” (Mark 3:14).—I 
read a touching thing about a mother 
who gave her only son to the armed 
forces of this country. She heard later 
that he had been very seriously wounded 
and had been brought to a hospital in 
this country where he frequently called 
for her in his delirium. 

The military authority sent for her 
and allowed her to stand outside her 
son’s room where through a window she 
could see him. The doctor forbade her 
entrance to the room through fear that 
the great excitement of having his 
mother with him would prove fatal to 
the patient. . 

The mother yearned to be with him 
and pleaded for the privilege. She beg- 
ged ‘to be allowed to take the place of 
the person who cleaned the room, or 
the nurse’s place. She would do any- 
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thing for the privilege of being with her 
son. She even promised to be silent in 
the room if the doctor feared that even 
the sound of her voice would prove too 
much for the wounded and suffering 
man. 


In due time she was allowed to go 
in, and she observed strict orders as to 
what she could and could not do. Her 
heart was overjoyed. 


Eventually, under the doctor’s and 
nurse’s supervision, the presence and 
identity of the mother were revealed to 
the son. He was as pleased to have her 
as she was to be there. Companionship 
is a marvelous thing! 

And it is precious to think that the 
Lord’s first thought in calling the Twelve 
was that of companionship and fellow- 
ship with Him. 

A thousand years before the Incarna- 
tion, King Solomon by the Spirit of God 
said, in Proverbs 8:31, that the delights 
of Wisdom (and Christ is the Wisdom of 
God —1 Cor. 1:24) were “with the sons 
of men.” 


It would not have been quite so sur- 
prising if we were told that His de- 
lights were with the angels—for they 
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surpass humans in beauty, wisdom, and 
strength. 


We wonder, too, if there would not 
have been a greater response on their 
part than there has been on ours. But 
the fact remains, He willingly stooped 
below all orders of celestial beings and 
was made “in the likeness of men.” 

In the lesson before us, He is among 
men and manifesting the fact that His 
delights were with the sons of men. by 


deliberately calling them for the express - 


purpose of being with Him! 


“And that he might send them forth 
to preach” (Mark 3:14).—What preach- 
ers they became after being with Him! 
Gift, talent, training, and commission are 
fine in their place, but’ the essential 
thing is to preach in the consciousness 
of the Lord’s presence‘ 

It is grand when it can be said of con- 
gregations concerning preachers, “they 
marvelled; and they took knowledge of 
them, that they had been with Jesus” 
(Acts 4:13). 

All preaching was not limited to the 
apostles. The disciples preached, too. 
I was speaking with a man some time 
ago who was very dogmatic and in- 
sistent on “apostolic succession” for 
preachers. He asserted also that such 
preachers could be found only in his 
particular “Church.” 

He was not aware of the apostolic suc- 
cession of Acts 8, so it was a pleasure to 
call his attention to it. 

In verse 1 we read of the scattering 
of the Church because of the persecution 
that prevailed. In verse 4 we read, 
“Therefore they that were scattered 
abroad went every where preaching the 
word.” . 

He said, “Ah, but the apostles did the 
preaching.” 

I said, “Verse 1 says, ‘except the apos- 
tles,’ so the disciples succeeded the apos- 
tles on this occasion.” 

Then he said, “The disciples didn’t 
preach with their lips, but with their 
lives.” 

I said: “Verse 35 says, ‘Philip [and 
he was not an apostle] opened his mouth, 
... and preached unto him Jesus.’” 

My friend would not have any of that 
kind of “apostolic succession,” so he legt 
me. 

“Master, we saw one casting out de- 
mons in thy name; and we forbad him, 
because he followeth not with us” (Luke 
9:49) —What a decided contrast between 
“with him” (Mark 3:14) and “with us”! 

John, on this occasion, was manifesting 
the extreme spirit of sectarianism, which 
the Lord rebuked by saying, “Forbid him 
not: for he that is not against us is for 
us.” One version renders the words 
“forbad” and “forbid” as “hindered” and 
“hinder.” Are we doing something to 
ninder one doing good in the Lord’s 
name because he does not belong to our 
“church”? If so, we are acting in a 
wrong spirit. We should rather emulate 
the Apostle Paul who could rejoice when 
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Christ was preached “of contention” by 
those who wished to make his imprison- 
ment more uncomfortable (Phil. 1:15- 
18). 


“Lord, wilt thou that we command fire 
to come down from heaven, and con- 
sume them?” (Luke 9:54.)—Here James 
and John are revealing the fact that 
they are “sons of thunder.” But again 
the Lord rebukes their spirit. 

They had need to pray the Psalmist’s 
prayer, “Renew a right spirit within me” 
(Psa. 51:10). The Lord certainly re- 
newed a right spirit within them as is 
manifest, especially in John, for he is 
now often called the “apostle of love.” 

Leaning upon the bosom of Jesus 
(John 13:23) and hearing that heart 
beating in love for him meant volumes 
to John. And it is no marvel that he 
was the instrument chosen to give us 
the love-filled Gospel and the Epistles 
bearing his name.

Topic and Scripture: 


Stories of James and John 
(Lake 9:51-56) 


OST of the children will remember 

James and John. They saw the 
Lord Jesus when He. walked by the sea 
of Galilee one morning and the fisher- 
men were cleaning their nets and mend- 
ing them. First, the Lord came to Peter 
and Andrew and said to them, “Follow 
me, and I will make you fishers of men.” 
They followec Him. 

Then He came to Zebedee’s boat, and 
the two Zebedee boys, James and John, 
were in the boat helping their father, 
mending the nets. They may have seen 
the Lord Jesus Christ before, but this 
time He called them to come and follow 
Him. So they stopped work right where 
they were and left boat, nets, and every- 
thing, and went with Him. 

All the years that Jesus Christ walked 
the roads of Judea, Samaria, and Gali- 
lee, James and John were among the 
disciples who went with Him. John 
was called the disciple whom Jesus 
loved, because he seemed to be closest 
of them all to the Lord. 

Once they were on their way to Jeru- 
salem, walking from one village to the 
next. The Lord Jesus sent a messenger 
ahead to find a place for them to stay 
in a village in Samaria, but the people 
in that village seem to have been peeved 
because Christ was going to Jerusalem, 
and so they wouldn’t receive Him in 
their village. You see, the people of 
Samaria hated the people of Jerusalem, 
and the people of Jerusalem wouldn't 
have a thing to do with the Samaritans. 

James and John were so angry with 
these poeple that they asked the Lord 
Jesus if they couldn’t call down fire from 
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Heaven to burn up the village and: the 
people there. They were so very angry 
at anybody who didn’t want to receive 
the Lord Jesus Christ! James and John 
were called the “sons of thunder” and 
they deserved the name. 

But the Lord Jesus said, “No, you 
don’t understand what I’m here for. I 
came to save men, not to destroy their 
lives.” And Jesus went on to another 
village where they wanted Him. 

Just think what the people missed 
when they said they didn’t want Jesus 
to come to their town! He is God's 
Son, God in the flesh, who came to live 
on earth for a while and die on the 
cross for the sin of the world. 

Wkat a big celebration we have when 
the President or a general comes to 
town! We get out the band, and deco- 
rate the streets, and dismiss school — 
but there are still people just like those 
people in Samaria, who do not want 
the King of kings, in their town, or in 
their homes, or in their hearts. 

And sometimes we feel almost as 
James and John did, but Jesus says to 
us, Just as He did to them, “No, I came 
to save them.” And that is the message 
we must give to every one, and espe- 
cially to those out of Christ, “Jesus 
saves!” We must have love for these 
poor, lost people who do not know the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Our Memory Verse 
is a splendid one, “Let us love one an- 
other.” .When we do, we shall gladly 
give them Christ’s own message. 

We have heard the joyful sound: 

Jesus saves! Jesus saves! 

Spread the tidings all around: 

« Jesus saves! Jesus saves! 

Bear the news to ev’ry land, 

Climb the steeps and cross the waves; 

Onward !—'tis our Lord’s command; 

Jesus saves! Jesus saves!

AY, fellows, is it not interesting to 
see the Lord Jesus nicknaming the 
two brothers, James and John, “sons of 
thunder”? Seems to me there was a bit 
of droll humor in that. I remember 
hearing Dr. Walter W. Moore speak of 
Jehu, son of Nimshi, as “this swash- 
buckler”! (See 2 Kings 9:20. Fellows, 
there’s an interesting story; if you want 
a regular “Lone Ranger” episode, read 
the ninth and tenth chapters of 2 Kings. 
Modern thrillers are poor imitations of 
some that you will find in the Bible.) 
The Lord gave nicknames to His three 
most intimate disciples, Peter, James, 
and John. He called Peter “a stone” 
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(John 1:42). He gave them these spe- 
cial names in His great and tender love 
for them. He also gave two other peo- 
ple special names, but they were more 
in the nature of epithets in the con- 
demning sense of that word. He called 
Judas the “son of perdition” (John 17: 
12), and He spoke of Herod as “that 
fox” (Luke 13:32). 


But these “sons of thunder,” like 
Peter, were impetuous fellows. They 
were full of pep and energy. Another 
meaning given for the name “Boanerges” 
is “sons of commotion.” There was al- 
ways “something doing,” with James and 
John, as well as with Peter; and you 
will find in such cases that a fellow gets 
off on the wrong foot sometimes. 


Two instances of that kind appear in 
our lesson today. In one instance, John 
said, “Master, we saw one casting out 
devils in thy name; and we forbad him, 
because he followeth not with us. And 
Jesus said unto him, Forbid him not: 
for he that is not against us is for us.” 





Little Jetts Teach the Lesson

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Let me not be quick to judge that a 
man is wrong because he is not serving 
exactly as I serve. Time may reveal 
that he was closer to doing the Lord’s 
will than I was. The other instance was 
more surprising. When James and John 
learned that the, people of a certaih 
Samaritan village were refusing to ad- 
mit Jesus and His party into their homes 
because they were moving in the direc- 
tion of Jerusalem, they said, “Lord, wilt 
thou that we command fire to come down 
from heaven, and consume them .. .?” 
Jesus rebuked them, saying, “Ye know 
not what manner of spirit ye are of. 
For the Son of man is not come to de- 
stroy men’s lives, but to save them.” 
It is hard to understand why even “the 
sons of thunder” would have desired to 
make a holocaust of a village because 
they showed inhospitality to the Lord. 
It was bad enough, but that was not the 
way to deal with it. It is fortunate that 
the “sons of thunder” did not have pos- 
session of, and know how to operate, 
an atomic bomb and a B-19! 


These incidents clearly show that the 
disciples did not yet understand Jesus 
and His mission. They walked, slept, 
ate, and talked with Him, but they did 
not understand Him. Indeed, nobody 
understood Him until the Holy Spirit 
came and fully revealed Him after He 
had ascended and gone back to the 
Father. Then, and only then, could any- 
one who wanted to know, know all that 
it is necessary to know about the Lord 
Jesus Christ in order to receive the full 
benefit of His saving and keeping power. 


Sometimes, fellows, we may be 
tempted to say, “Wouldn’t it have been 
wonderful to have the privilege of James 
and John and Peter in their intimate 
association with Jesus: to actually see 
Him in His physical appearance, to hear 
His voice, to feel the touch of His 
hands!” But you and I have a far better 
way of knowing Him truly than they did. 
It is the supreme business of the Holy 
Spirit to reveal Him to us. The Holy 


Spirit is sent to us for that purpose. He 


is here to remain until the end of time. 
He greatly desires to teach us every- 
thing we should know about this won- 
derful Jesus. As we read the Bible, re- 
member the Holy Spirit is the One who 
makes the Truth clear so that we will 
not misinterpret it. The Bible is the 
Word of Life. “In the beginning was the 
Word, and the Word was with God, and 
the Word was God” (John 1:1). The 
Holy Spirit is in the heart and mind of 
the believer, enlightening the eyes and 
the understanding, and giving the dis- 
ciple of Jesus today that wisdom which 
will keep him from making the mistakes 
of the “sons of thunder,” and also lead 
him into the achievements and victories 
“sons of 
thunder” after they were instructed and 
inspired by the Holy Spirit.

A back-slidden Chris- 
tian is miserable in his own personal life 
and needs to be restored to the joy of his 
salvation; it is impossible for him to be 
effectual in winning others to the Lord 
while he himself is compromising with the 
world; and he is a definite hindrance and 
stumbling block in the way of sinners who 
might otherwise be won to Christ.

Topic and Scripture: 


Sons of Thunder 
(Luke 9:49-56) 


HAT friend of the Lord Jesus was 

given the name “stone”? Did he 
always live up to it? (Review the last 
lesson.) The Lord Jesus gave a nick- 
name to two brothers. They must have 
been lively, noisy fellows, who always 
wanted to be seen and heard. Find their 
names in Mark 3:17. But the Lord Jesus 
had a use for their “pep,” and He called 
them from ‘their fishing business to fol- 
low Him and learn the new business of 
fishing for men (Matt. 4:21, 22). 

They got “pretty mad,” as we might 
express it, one day when the Lord Jesus 
and His friends were going from Galilee 
up to Jerusalem. They were taking the 
short cut through Samarie (use the 
map), though many Jews went the long 
way around the Samaritans. Night came, 
and they wanted a place to stay. But 
nobody would take the Lord Jesus in 
because He was on His way to Jerusa- 
lem. James and John were angry that 
anyone *should not do what the Lord 
Jesus wanted. They thought of a grand 
way to tget even. 

Many years before, somewhere: around 
there, perhaps in that very town, the 
prophet Elijah had called down fire 
from Heaven which burned up an army 
captain and fifty men who had been sent 
to take him prisoner because the king 
did not like God’s message he had given. 
The king sent a second army captain 
with fifty men, and again 2t Elijah’s 
request God sent fire from Heaven, 
which killed all the men (2 Kings 1: 
9-12). 

James and John, the “sons of thunder,” 
wanted to order lightning from Heaven, 
as Elijah had, to burn up the people 
who would not take the Lord Jesus in. 
When they suggested it to the Lord, do 
you think He O.K.’d it? He said some- 
thing like this: “You don’t understand 
what it means to be a Christian. I 
didn’t come to kill men, but to save 
them.” Then the Lord Jesus and His 
friends went on to another viilage. 

Finally James and John learned to 
be more loving. And when John was an 
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old ‘man, he wrote a letter to help other 
Christians to be more loving. Perhaps 
he can help you. (Read 1 John 4:7, 8, 
which includes the Memory Verse, “Let 
us love one another.”) 

I wonder how many times this last 
week you have been like James and 
John in their earlier days, wanting to 
get even for mean things done to you. 
Did you at any time just go along “to 
another village” instead of staying and 
getting even? Can we be really loving 
unless we are God’s children? (Refer 
again to 1 John 4:7, 8.) Let us ask Him 
to forgive us for our hates and unkind 
acts in the past, and to make us His 
children of love, putting His spirit of 
love in us. (Prayer.) 

Suppose one of us begins to show a bad 
spirit sometime this coming week. Could 
we have a secret warning? How many 
words are there in our Memory Verse? 
Couldn’t we have a secret sign, just 
among ourselves? With our right fore- 
finger we could touch, one after the 
other, each finger of the left hand, saying 
at the same time the first letter of each 
word in the verse —1-u-l-o-a. Of course, 
I think it would be grand to let others 
know what the secret sign means when 
they get curious: Perhaps you could 
help them understand what a Christian 
is. “By this shall all men know that 
ye are my disciples, if ye have love 
one to another” (John 13:35).

LMOST as many denominations were 


represented as there were workers. 


in our recent revival, but this did not 
cause confusion in our service for the 
Lord. We did not see eye to eye in every 
detail, but we did agree on fundamentals, 
and we worked with a single aim to 
exalt Jesus Christ and win neighbors to 
Him. Some of these neighbors have 
taken a new. stand for Christ. Others 
have acknowledged Him for the first 
time. Now pastor, teachers, and Chris- 
tian witnesses must take up the chal- 
lenge to help these babes in the Saviour 
to grow. 

Our text tells how Christ instructed 
His disciples to work, each in his own 
way, to win souls for the Kingdom, 
then to follow up the results with in- 
creased prayer and love. They were 
ordained to serve; to co-operate with one 
another; to continue the work begun; 
and to let the love of Christ glow in 
their hearts. 


Ordained (Mark 3:14-17). No Chris- 
tian work will be successful unless we 
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do it because Christ wants us to do that 
particular thing. “He ordained twelve.” 
Why? First, “that they should be with 
him.” Time spent in prayer and study 
of Scripture is absolutely essential for 
soul-winning victory. What was Christ’s 
commission to these disciples? “Preach 
... heal sicknesses . . . cast out devils.” 
Help folk spiritually, physically, and 
mentally, not in a stereotyped, formal 
way, but because of love for them. First, 
become impressed with His loveliness; 
then bear fruit (John 15:16; Rom. k 13; 
1 Cor. 1:1, 2; 2 Pet. 1:8). 


Co-operating (Luke 9:49, 50). Our 
meetings would have been sadly hin- 
dered if some of the workers had said, 
“I was brought up as a Baptist [or some- 
thing else], and cannot work with 
others.” What standard did the Lord 
give as a guide in selecting fellow 
workers? It is true that we cannot co- 
operate with those who are working for 
self-glory,.or who leave Christ out of 
their teaching, yet we can find many to 
whom the Saviour of Calvary is real (1 
John 4:1-3). 

Picture our great Sunpay ScHOoo. 
Times Family. Among us are differences 
of geographical, social, economic, de- 
nominational, and other backgrounds, 
but we are united as members of His 
family, sisters and brothers working to- 
gether to bear fruit for our Father, you 
in your vineyard and I in mine. -The 
man whom John saw casting out de- 
mons was doing it, not for his glory, 
but in the name of the Lord Jesus, Our 
service must be not for denomination, 
the Sunday school class, the pastor, or 
a favorite Bible teacher, but for Christ 
(1 Cor. 1:11-13). 


Continuing (vs. 51-56). A teacher 
wrote that although she has been trying 
for years to present the Gospel to young 
people, not one of them, as far as she 
can tell, has shown an interest in living 
a surrendered life for Christ. From a 
human viewpoint her efforts may seem 
hopeless, but can she dare to give up? 
As long as there are unsaved souls in 
the towns where we live, our prayers 
should continue (Heb. 6:10-12). Some- 
times missionaries spend years building 
groundwork through Christian teaching 
and living before souls are transformed. 

Several girls who went to the altar 
for prayer last week have failed to 
return to church. Why? They are afraid, 
they tell us, that their comrades will 
laugh at them. Furthermore, they do 
not understand how to talk with the 
Lord in prayer; they do not know what 
a Christian home is like because their 
own parents are antagonistic toward 
Christ and the church, and seldom have 
the girls ever been in a Christian home. 
Companions are traveling the downward 
path, and trying as fast as they can to 
drag along with them these who have 
had the glimmer of hope in their hearts 
for better things. How can these girls 
be led to walk in the Christian life if 
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someone does not take time to invite 
them to open their hearts to the Saviour, 
and then lead them out from their sordid 
surroundings into a clean Christian at- 
mosphere? 

Loving (1 John 4:7, 8). Why did 
James and John want indifferent vil- 
lagers destroyed? They did not see the 


people as Christ saw them. Love led. 


Christ to Calvary. Love meets us there, 

and love helps us to show others the 

way. Let us covet the transforming 

power of His love (1 Cor. 13).

Archaeological Light 
on the 


Lesson for May 5

The Enmity of the Samaritans 


HEN Christ prepared to go from 

Galilee to Jerusalem, He sent mes- 
sengers ahead. When they came to a 
village of the Samaritans, the local 
dwellers did not receive them (Luke 9: 
51-53). This enmity between the Sa- 
maritans and the Jews is also reflected 
in the words of the Samaritan woman 
to Christ: “The Jews have no dealings 
with the Samaritans” (John 4:9). Christ, 
however, did not hesitate to minister 
to the Samaritans. Nevertheless, the 
very contacts He made with them gave 
evidence of this ancient feeling between 
the Jews and the Samaritans. 
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Biblical and archaeological sources give 
interesting light on the probable origin 
of the Samaritans and the reasons be- 
hind this Jewish-Samaritan antagonism. 
In the eighth century B.C., the Assyrian 
king, Tiglath-Pileser III. (746-728 B.C.), 
employed the practice of deporting a 
certain percentage of a conquered peo- 
ple. Among the archaeological monu- 
ments excavated in the region of ancient 
Assyria, there is an inscription of 
Tiglath-Pileser III in which he describes 
in these words his military campaign in 
the year 738 B.C.1 against the peoples in 
the region of Syria and Palestine: 

“In the course of my campaign, I re- 
ceived the tribute of the kings of the 
sea coast [Mediterranean] . . . Azariah 
of Judah . . . by attacks of charging in- 
fantry, by mines. . . . I destroyed, I 
devastated, with fire I burned .. . the 
cities of Usnu, Siannu, Simirra .. . 19 
districts of Hamath . . . I brought within 
the borders of Assyria. My officials I 
set over them as governors, 30,300 peo- 
ple I carried’ off from their cities and 
placed them in the province of the city 
of Ku—.”2 

Archaeological discoveries show that, 
a few years later, King Sargon of As- 
syria (722-705 B.C.) continued this de- 
portation policy, for when he reported 
the capture of Samaria in 722 B.C., he 
stated, “In the first year of my reign 
. .. the people of Samiaria . . . to the 
number of 27,290 . . . I carried away.”3 
This deportation policy usually included 
not only the carrying away of some of 
the local inhabitants of a region, but 
also the bringing in of other peoples. 
A possible allusion to the placing of 
Mesopotamian colonists in a subjugated 
area may be indicated in a statement 
of Sargon that he transported some of 
the inhabitants of Babylon to the “Land 
of the Hittites.” 4 

The Bible also tells us that the King 
of Assyria brought people from Baby- 
lon and other places and placed them 
in the cities of Samaria in place of the 
Children of Israel (2 Kings 17:24). These 
foreign peoples mingled and intermar- 
ried with the Israelites left in the region 
of Samaria, and the resultant group be- 
came known as the Samaritans. Inas- 
much as they were not pure Israelites,

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either racially or religiously, an antago- 
nism grew up between the Samaritans 
and the Jews. In the days of Nehemiah 
(about 444 B.C.), there was definite op- 
position from Sanballat the Samaritan, 
when Nehemiah was directing the re- 
building of the wall of Jerusalem (Neh. 
4:1). This enmity continued on down 
into New Testament times. With a 
knowledge of the origin and background 
of the Samaritans, it is easy to under- 
stand why the messengers of Christ were 
not received in the village of the Sa- 
maritans. 


Archaeology and the Word for “Love” 


N JOHN’S Epistles, one of the words 

which recurs quite often is one of 
the Greek words for “love,” agape,5 and 
its variant forms. Some scholars in the 
past have assumed that many words 
used in the Bible, such as this particu- 
lar word for “love,” were peculiar to 
Biblical language and were perhaps, in 
some cases, even invented by the writers 
of the Bible. Archaeologieal discover- 
ies have shown, however, that many sup- 
posed “Biblical” words® were known 
and used outside of the Bible in the an- 
cient world. We can see how this factor 
fits in with the purpose of God, for, 
since the Bible has been written with 
words which were known and used of 
all men, the message can get across much 
better than if unfamiliar and invented 
words were used. Of course, it was 
quite true that some words, already in 
use in the ancient world, were given 
a fuller meaning because of their use 
in association with some doctrinal idea 
in the Bible. 


The word used by John for “love” 
(agape), though once supposed to be a 
“Biblical” word, was found to be used 
in one of the papyrus rolls excavated at 
Herculaneum, near ancient Pompeii, and 
Mount Vesuvius. Pompeii was covered 
with volcanic ash in A.D. 79, and Her- 
culaneum was engulfed with the harder 
lava from the volcano. Some of the 
first ancient papyrus rolls found in mod- 
ern times were excavated at Hercu- 
laneum.7 One of these Herculaneum 
rolls which was studied by Wilhelm

It was Adolph Deissmann who frst 


pointed out in a vigorous way the fact that 
the New. Testament was written in the com- 
mon Greek of New Testament times, a form 
of the language which was understandable 
to all. This was demonstrated by the archaeo- 
logical discoveries, primarily in Egypt, which 
brought forth many documents written in the 
same kind of everyday Greek as was used 
by most of the Biblical writers. See Cobern, 
op. cit., p. 30ff. 
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Crénert contains this word for “love” 
(agape) 8. Another group of papyri, 
excavated at the side of Oxyrhynchus, 
south of Cairo in Egypt, contained a 
prayer to Isis written shortly after A.D. 
100, in which it is evident that this same 
word was used, even though the papy- 
rus is damaged.® Archaeological discov- 
eries show that such words as agape 
and a host of others were in common 
usage.1® Thus, when such words were 
used by the Biblical writers, the mes- 
sage was sent forth in a form which 
would effectively reach the heart of the 
readers of New Testament times.

HE fast approaching season of the 

year when many young people will 
be coming to the end of their intensive 
education and training and facing the 
problem of life work makes our topic 
for this week particularly timely. Per- 
haps many of us who are Christians and 
who are honestly seeking to serve the 
Lord Jesus Christ would be very happy 
to find a list of occupations and profes- 
sions carefully classified under some 
such headings as, “Exceptionally Chris- 
tian,” “Moderately Christian,” “Non- 
Christian,” “Undesirable,” “Evil,” and 
the like. . te 


However, choosing a vocation is not 
as easy as selecting a name from a list, 
nor is it possible to pigeon-hole many 
vocations under such headings as those 
indicated. Therefore, we may find it 
helpful to consider first: 


What Is a Christian Vocation? 


One of the ways of seeing a truth is by 
means of contrast. Perhaps, we can seé 
what is a Christian vocation by seeing 
first what it is not. Certainly a Chris- 
tian vocation is not one in which any 
moral principle is violated, or one in 


which any dishonest practice is involved. . 


It should not be difficult to see that any 
business that ‘even indirectly includes 
gambling, or the manufacture, sale, or 
dispensing of intoxicants cannot be 
looked upon as a Christian vocation. 
But we should also see that any sort of 
dishonesty or misrepresentation, as in 
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some forms of questionable advertising, 
is not consistent with a Christian voca- 
tion. 

A Christian vocation is not one in 
which any product that injures the body 
is manufactured or sold or advertised. 
For example, we may think of tobacco, 
or harmful drugs sold for purposes other 
than medicine, and the like. 


A Christian vocation is not one that 
prevents or interferes with the exercise 
of a normal, Christian experience and 
with attendance at the regularly ap- 
pointed means of grace. There may be 
special circumstances under which a 
believer might feel compelled to work 
on the Lord’s Day, but certainly no true 
follower of the Lord Jesus would choose 
as a vocation one in which he knew that 
work on the Lord’s Day would be regu- 
larly required. 

A vocation in which the whole pur- 
pose is to satisfy selfish desires, plans, 
and ambitions certainly cannot be looked 
upon as a Christian vocation. 


And finally, not even a clean, whole- 
some, honest job can be called a Chris- 
tian vocation, if it is not the place that 
God has in His plan for that particular 
individual who engages in it. 


Many believe that one of the greatest 
eras of opportunity for carrying the Gos- 
pel to the uttermost parts is upon us. 
There are marvelous possibilities for 
medicine, surgery, linguistics, and the 
like. Obviously, however, all believers 
cannot enter into full time Christian 
service, either at home or in the for- 
eign field. But each believer can be in 
the particular place that God has de- 
signed for him. For one that place may be 
that of a physician or a businessman. 
For another God’s place may be that of 
a teacher, or a missionary, or a preacher 
of the Gospel. The determining factor 
for each of us is, “Is this the place God 
has for me at this particular time? 


All of this brings us to the second 
important question we should consider 
in this week’s prayer meeting: 


“How Can I Make My Vocation Chris- 
tian?” 

There are four definite steps in bring- 
ing this about: 

1. We must recognize from God’s Word 
that He has a definite plan for each 
one of us (Eph. 2:10), and that the 
carrying out of that plan and the ful- 
fillment of it is the only way in which 
we can find the greatest joy and satis- 
faction and true success. Therefore, 
choosing a life work is not a matter of 
selecting some vocation and seeking to 
develop it along Christian principles, 
or asking God to bless our choice. It 
is finding that particular work for which 
God has designed us, and bending all 
our efforts to conform to His plan.

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whole heart and life to God without 
any reservations (Rom. 12:1, 2). All too 
often we want to wait until we know 
what God’s will is before we decide 
whether or not we will do it. God wants 
our decision to do His will first. Then, 
and only then can we claim His prom- 
ise to show us what that will is. 


3. Then we must definitely seek His 
plan, clairning His promises to show us 
His will (Jas. 1:5 and John 7:17). Some 
young people are confused as to God's 
will for their life work because they 
have never gone to Him, asking Him 
to show them what His will is, and 
waiting until He answers. 


4. Finally we must follow step by 
step, in obedience and faith, the indi- 
cations of God's will that will surely 
come to us if we have honestly done 
our part in recognizing God’s purpose 
for us, yielding ourselves unreservedly 
to His will, and seeking His plan for 
our lives. These, indications will come 
through His Word; through the impress 
of the Holy Spirit upon our hearts;
